The conditions of a partnership are 
distinctly different from those of ^cor¬ 
poration a partnership being simply an 
agreement to do any business that two 
; or more persons may choose to under¬ 
take together. They do not file any ar- 
; tides of agreement, and each member 
, of a partnership may be legally bound 
fir the entire indebtedness of the firm. 

I There may, however, be formed limited 
J partnerships in which a partner may 
not be bound for more than a specified 
I amount. The conditions of such a part¬ 
nership must be filed in the county 
clerk’s office, showing the limited re- 
! latiunship ot such a member to the 
I firm. Any partner who enters into such 
a limited partnership, and does not file 
! the fact of this limited re'ationship in 
, the office of the county clerk, is bound 
, fdr the entire obligations of the firm. 

1 Each partner of a general partnership 
j is therefore bound for the debts of the 
whole, except in the case of this limited 
i partnership. There cannot, however, 
be a partnership formed in which all the 
members have a limited liability, as in 
tfts case the organization becomes a 

One mav become a silent partner in a 
firm and his name may not appear either 
upon the sign of the firm or uton its 
business stationary, but such a silent 
partnei assumes the same obligations 
j in the way of liability for indebtedness 
as though his name appeared upon the 
1 signs and business paper of the firm. 

In the case of a partnership in which 
1 certaift members have a limited liabil¬ 
ity, the low requires that the wort! 
'•limited” be added. 

jn a partnership, unlike the condi- | 
tiojns of a corporation, any man who is 
a [partner binds the company for any 
trade he may make in behalf of the 
company, whether the other members 
of [he company approve his transaction 
| or 1 not. If, however, a member of a 
firm makes purchase of any commodity j 
which is distinctly outside of the line of 
business of the partnership, the firm 
may not become liable. Such a trans¬ 
action might therefore result in a law . 
suit. 

The agent of a partnership is subject ^ 
to the same limitations in making con¬ 
tracts as the agent of a corporation and 
in dealing with any such agent of a 
partnership organization, one should be 
carpful to make sure that the agent ha9 
1 the; necessary authority for making con¬ 
tracts. On the other hand one is per¬ 
fectly safe in dealing with any one of j 
the' partners of such a partnership or- 
'garyzation. whereas in the case of a 
corporation one cannot safely make 
contracts except with the duly author-' 
ized officers of such & corporation.

Mystery of the Great Monuments 
Found In This Country. 


RELICS OF A VANISHED RACE. 


Scattered through the middle west 
mad In other parts of tbe United States 
are more than 10,000 monstrous, odd 
shaped “mounds.” Some are built 
like forts, others In queer, sharp geo¬ 
metrical figures, others shaped like 
huge serpents, crocodiles, buffaloes, 
turtles, eagles, lizards, dragons with 
eggs ha their mouths, etc. Some of 
these mounds are a mile long, some 
orach smaller. Id Newark, O., stands 
a continuous mouDd. constructed Id a 
perfect circle, more than 5,000 feet In 
circumference. Tbe mounds are often 
covered with trees that are many cen 
twice In age. These strangely shaped 
structures are thought to be more than 
2.000 years old. 

Who built them? 

Certainly not tbe North American 
Indians. Tbe Indians have ever been 
a lazy, roving race, making their live¬ 
lihood chiefly by bunting and fishing, 
seldom remaining long In one neigh¬ 
borhood and using tenta or the rudest 
huta as their dwelling places. 

The mysterious people who built tbe 
mounds were not a race of rover' 
An infinitely long time must have 
been required for erecting each huge 
earth shape. Nor were they ignorant 
savages, for tbe mounds show deep 
knowledge of geometry as well os 01 
astronomy and of tbe principles of 
building. Carefully laid out military 
fortifications abound In tbe mound 
builders’ country, indicating that the 
aborigines bad martial lore and en¬ 
gineering skill and that they under¬ 
stood many modern principles of at¬ 
tack and defense. 

There are also sepulchral mounds, 
•ome of them sixty feet high. These 
contain human bones, skulls, etc., as 
well as copper utensils and bits of pot¬ 
tery. Tbe bones when exposed to air 
crumble at once to dust. As the bones 
of Europeans who died twenty cen¬ 
turies ago are often found intact and 
strong, many authorities believe the 
mound builders date back at least 
several ceuturtes before tbe time of 
Julius Caesar. 

Cleverly made pottery and copper or 
bronse implements of war and peace 
are found all through tbe mounds. 
Ancient abandoned copper mines on 
tbe banks of I^ake Superior show that 
tbe mound builders well understood 
the art of mining. The workmanship 
of tbe copper bracelets, bronze knives, 
etc., prove their skill at tbe forge. 

In one of tbe prehistoric Lake Su 
perior mines has been found a masa of 
copper weighing eight tons, resting on 
a blgb platform, ready for removal to 
tbe upper earth. This Implies the use 
of well constructed mine machinery. 
Pictures that have been found etched 
upon copper and Ivory portray much 
artistic skill. 

Prom all tbls It seems that la some 
remote age the central part of North 
America was Inhabited by a race of 
warlike. Industrious, decidedly civi¬ 
lized beings wbo had splendid skill at 
building, at the arts of mining, en¬ 
gineering and higher mathematics and 
who flourished apparently during nu¬ 
merous centuries. Yet so long ago did 
the mound builders cease to exist that 
In all Indian folklore there la no men 
tlon. no memory, of them. 

None know where tbe Indiana them 
■elves came from. Yet they apparent¬ 
ly settled in America long after the 
mound builders had vanished. The 
•kutls discovered In the mounds are 
not shaped In tbe least like skulls of 
Indians nor even of Europeans. Borne 
archaeologists claim to find strong re 
semblance between the mound build¬ 
ers* skulls and those of tbe ancient 
Egyptians. !f there were any connec¬ 
tion between the two. who can explain 
bow an Egyptian race chanced to flour 
lab In tbe middle west? 

Tbe fate of the mound builders is 
as mysterious as tbe strange people 
themselves. After reaebing so high 8 
civilization and thriving for so long a 
time It seems strange that tbev should 
have been completely destroyed. No 
satisfactory explanation has ever been 
offered. Perhaps the monnd builders 
moved south and be^fme^m^rgeil with 
the Mexican Azteqi or Peruvians, or 

hnre swept down Sdutterlj^rtestroy- 
ed them, or a wholesale'peitnlence may 
have, wiped out their nation.

This 
j Is true only with reference to their 
breeding, for the Shetland pony Is a 
1 true rosu) 0 |>olitan. at home in all lands 
find in all climes, and Is perhaps un- 
equaled by any other animal in points 
•f hardiness and endurance. In de¬ 
scribing a Shetland's points an author¬ 
ity writes as follows: 

"The head should not be too fine. 
I and tbe eye should be prominent, the 
aars of good *lw and set well forward. 
The neck Is tbiefeam) crested high up. 
io that the impression is conveyed 
flint the <Test extends right up to tbe 
aars. This gives appearances of great 
Htrengtb In the nec}t and. added to tbe 
broad shoulders, enables the pony to 
draw great weigbts. Tbe neck should 
be of good length and the buck, of 
course, abort. Tbe rib should be very 
♦ oil sprung, any indication of slab- 
ddednega flavoring of tbe. Icelander. 
The quarters should be as round as 
an apple and the tall set on moderately 
High 

In abort, the Shetland pony should 
pass muster when judged by tbe 
points of a horse, and there must be 
flo appearance of delicacy about him 
Nothing effeminate will do for a Shet¬ 
land stallion. A poor t»e<-k Is a fatal

Every successful store has its trademark whether 
the merchant knows it or not. Its advertising and its 
service have created a public sentiment in its favor 
which neither reverses nor fire nor time can obliter¬ 
ate. Nine times out of ten this trademark is the 
store's biggest asset. 


Much of the ordinary store advertising is a hand- 
to-mouth sort of business; an effort to make tomor¬ 
row's sales equal to today's or yesterday's; and this 
is just as true of the department store as of the small¬ 
er shop. The advertisement appears in the morning 
and the merchant figures out the net results in the 
evening. It is true that the bargain advertisement 
of today is of little, if any, use next week. It is for¬ 
gotten in twenty-four hours; but if the store makes 
a feature of genuine bargains, then each bargain sale 
helps to advertise the bargain department. The 
advertising ought to be done in such a way as to 
permanently advertise the department as well as to 
emphasize the bargains of the day. 

Don’t go at it as if you were advertising an 
auction sale. As I said at the outset, your store is the 
seed in the soil; the advertising is the rain and the 
sunshine. Inexperienced advertisers dig up the seed 
every evening to see if it is growing; or pull up the 
young plant \>y the roots because it didn’t bear fruit 
or flowers the first week. '

Streak/ Butter. 

Streaky of mottled butter may be 
caused by the salt or It may be due 
to tbe working of tbe butter. The salt 
In so evenly diffused In tbe finest kind 
of butter that, as Is shown by a micro¬ 
scope. every grain is surrounded by a 
film of clem and trausparent brine, 
which points out the necessity of avoid¬ 
ing tbe overworking of the butter be¬ 
fore the sa<t Is added. In the first 
working every pnrflcle of the milk 
should be got rid of. but enough 
clear water should. »>e left to dissolve 
every grain of salt In twelve hour* 
Wore tbe next working. If this la 
done there will be but little dauger 
nf streaklneas In the butter, but to get 
the best results tbe salt khoukl be very 
finely ground.
